Crops in northwestern Texas are 
the poorest in years, it continues, 
pointing out that farmers are faced 
with the problem of getting their 
seed back.

Report Pessimistic 

One of the most pessimistic reports 
yet released by the Great Plains Agri- 
cultural Council committee on condi- 
tions in the 10 years of its existence 
was disclosed by R. IL. Throckmorton, 
chairman of the committee and dean 
of agriculture at Kansas State Col- 
lege, Manhattan 

“General lack of precipitation 
throughout the central and southern 
portions of the region since last fall 
has resulted in poor soi] moisture con- 
ditions over a great area,” the report 
stated. “The situation is unfavorable 
for winter wheat, spring planted 
crops and for grasses on pastures and 
ranges.” 

In addition, the report points up 
the damage done to wheat by green- 
bugs and mites in Texas, Oklahoma 
and Kansas. The summary was based 
on reports received from 370 coun- 
ties in the states of Colorado, Kansas, 
Montana, Nebraska, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Texas and 
w yoming.

BACTERIA, HEAT CITED 
AS NEXT THREAT TO CROP 


TOPEKA, KANSAS—The next con- 
cern for the winter wheat crop can 
develop when summer temperatures 
of 90 degrees or more arrive accom- 
panied by the threats of bacterial 
infestation, A. W. Erickson, private 
crop reporter, told grain and feed 
men assembled for the Kansas Grain, 
Feed & Seed Dealers Assn. conven- 
tion in Topeka May 6 

It remains to be seen whether the 
heavy greenbug infestation in the 
Southwest this spring will leave be- 
hind bacteria which will harm the 
crop when the weather gets warmer, 





he said. and there has never been a 
wheat crop raised without experienc- 
ing 90° temperatures. 

“Most sections of the Southwest 
have been hit hard by greenbugs this 
year,” Mr. Erickson said in review- 
ing reports which he has already is- 
sued. “Out of 34 to 35 million acres 
planted, 13 million acres are com- 
pletely gone. Then, there is a possible 
yield of 10 bu. to the acre on about 
13 million acres between the Platte 
River in Nebraska and the Brazos 
River in Texas. Nebraska wheat looks 
good as yet, but it is still a little 
early to draw final conclusions about 
that state's crop.” 

In the sections where greenbugs 
did heavy damage, it looks like they 
may have introduced bacteria, and 
we will see new trouble when the 
temperature reaches 90 to 95°, the

This is the question most business- 
men ask first about pensions. It can 
only be answered by thorough study 
of the nature and size of benefits, 
whe qualifies under the plan, what 
the turnover is likely to be, industry 
mortality experience, cost position of 
the specific company and investment 
yield forecasts. Even with such in- 
formation, an estimate is all that is 
possible.

3. If an employee completes a stip- 
ulated period of service, his pension 
would be a specified percentage of his 
average or final pay 

4. Set a flat amount for each year 
of service regardless of salary, pro- 
vided a minimum service period is 
completed 


Social Security 


Where the amount of a pension is 
| set either in terms of service or earn- 
ings, or by a flat amount, it may be 
| integrated with social security bene 
fits. Some companies provide that 
these benefits are to be deducted 
from the retirement amount used to 
fix the pension to be provided by the 
company’s plan. For example, last 
year both the Ford Motor Co. and 
the Inland Steel Co. non-contributory 
plans allowed for full deduction of 
primary social security benefits. How 
| ever, the Inland Steel optional plan 
| which is on a contributory basis and 
offered as an alternative to employees 
who wanted it, does not allow for 
reductions for social] security. Where 
|} a plan promises only the pension 
| benefits that can be bought by the 
funds, the agreement 
can specify that company contribu- 
tions will be decreased as social se- 
curity benefits or taxes are increased 
Pensions that are still in the plan- 
ning might very well be held 
up that’s possible until the 
legislative picture on proposed Con- 
gressional social security commit- 
ments is clear. Where pressure, either 
from employees makes it 
impossible to postpone, some device 
later adjustment should be 
achieved. That may be accomplished 
under a formula that guarantees a 
benefit minus social security, like the 
} non-contributory Inland Steel plan 
rather than plus social security like 
the Inland Steel's optional contribu- 
tory plan. Under the minus method 
| adjustments can apply all around 
including the pensions currently paid 
| workers already retired. On the other 
| hand, a plus formula forecloses the ad-

of the trend of business, and a wise 
adjustment of purchasing. store op- 
eration. the financial management of 
the business and merchandising polli- 
cies not only at present but for the 
future should be established as a 
sixth safeguard 

When we make the study and an 
alysis of our business to form the 
foundation for this type of policy 
making, we can draw upon the assist- 
ance of a great deal of information 
appearing in trade publications. Nx 
report of such trends should be over- 
looked and each should be closely 
examined in the light of its possible 
effect upon the future of our own 
business enterprise 

The trends of today do more than 
simply report on the business move 
ment in our industry as a whole. They 
are barometers of what will happen 
not only in our industry as a whole 
but to our individual business itself 
in the future. They should be read 
and studied in that light, not passed 
over lightly as a problem of the man 
ufacturers or of the national asso 
ciation officers 

@ Every feed dealer knows that 
business forecasting is not an exact 
science. Yet this does not relieve him 
from the necessity of making judg 
ments as to future trends of his own 
business based on such forecastir 
as is being done every day of the 
year by industry leaders 

When such forecasts are made, 
they are part of the seventh safe- 
guard we can take—using ailable 
business information and authorita 
tive opinion to predict future trends 
as they will affect our own locality 
and right down to our own store in 
its specific location 

Good business management of a 
feed store keeps that enterprise in 
such a state of financial responsibil 
ity as to make it possible to absorb 
norma! losses that come from inevit- 
able and unexpected changes.

Chromosome Behavior 


The pasture lab scientists are also 
working on chromosome behavior 
Here is an example of what they are 
thinking about: Orchard grass has 
28 chromosomes in each of its cells 
There are two related wild types, one 
of northern Europe and one of the 
Mediterranean area, both with 14 
chromosomes and neither much re- 
sembling common orchard grass. Hy- 
brid plants grown at the laboratory 
from crosses of these wild ones could 
not be distinguished in outward ap- 
pearance from the regular orchard 
grass. However, in the cell they are 
different—only 14 chromosomes. But 
when the plant breeders used the 
well-known drug colchicine on the 
hybrids, it doubled the chromosome 
number so that they then had 28, 
just as in the common orchard grass 
These hybrids not only looked like 
our familiar orchard grass but were 
cross-fertile with it. Apparently the 
plant breeders had created from the 
wild the same thing that nature had 
given us in our agricultural species 
They are /earning how orchard grass 
is put together 

That “you can't cross clovers” had 
long been considered a fact. But the 
geneticists have actually crossed 
some species 
The atmosphere of optimism is sur- 
| prisingly general at the pasture lab 
Dr. Kreitiow’s work on plant path- 
| Ology reaches out in various directions

Coordinate Your 
Promotion and 
Count Up Profits 


By George M. Dodson 


N some advertising literature, we 
[ [carve serous pirase that olds 

opportunity for every feed dealer 
quite as much as for the businessmen 
to whom it was directed. The phrase, 
“coordinated promotion,” looks like 
two high-toned words. Actually, they 
refer only to making every detail of 
your sales effort contribute toward 
your main goals 

The idea itself iten’t brand new 
However, putting it into practice can 
add several new features to your 
feed business: new volume, new cus- 
tomers, new profits and new interest 
on the part of your trade. Like most 
other businessmen, you have been 
changing your daily program to fit 
new conditions. Now when you look 
over your promotion or sales work, 
you realize how often the various 
parts fail to work smoothly with each 
other. 

Promotion in the feed business 
covers a wide variety of subjects: 
newspaper advertising, personal sales 
work, letters and direct mail pub- 
licity, window displays, customer 
contacts, cooperation with local or- 
ganizations or projects, radio an- 
nouncements or programs which you 
sponsor. To coordinate all those 
things and gain the full force of their 
effect, is less simple than it appears 
on first sight. Yet every move in that 
direction helps you secure greater 
benefits from this technique which 
most business men understand and 
all too few actually use 


Know What You Want 


Of course you cannot coordinate 
your promotion until you know what 
you most want for your feed busi- 





ness. You have a right to change your 
goals as time goes on, for your prob- 
lems do not remain always the same 
But such change in policy should 
come only after proper consideration. 
Above all, every worker should know 
about the aims of management, or 
how else can he hope to cooperate 
with whatever you are trying to do’ 

Having decided on where you want 
to improve matters, efficient promo- 
tion can aid you. Read back over that 
list of things that combine to make 
up promotion in the feed business 
You can understand how concentrat- 
ing all those parts on a single objec- 
tive is almost certain to bring results 
Whether you want to build up bigger 
volume, push the sale of a new prod- 
uct or add to your list of regular 
customers, your problem becomes 
easier as soom as you turn the full 
power of your promotional efforts 
directly on the task. 

“Coordinated promotion” reaches 
its highest effectiveness only when 
the cycle is complete, although steps 
in that direction will improve condi- 
tions. However, we assume you de- 
sire results within a reasonable 
length of time (so that you can go 
on from there and create a better 
business in other ways). In that case, 
insisting on 100% cooperation from 
every employee is the next logical 
step after you know exactly what 
goals you wish to set for your feed 
business 

You may feel you have bent every 
bit of promotion toward certain ends, 
and yet you're disappointed with re- 
sults. Someone along the line has 
failed to do his part. You check your 
newspaper and radio advertising and 
find them right “on the beam.” Your 
salesmen appear eager and en- 
thusiastic about your current effort 
window displays are bringing com 
pliments and orders, ana direct mail 
carries your message to 
you cannot visit frequently.

Eligibility factors 


What's right as a set of require 
ments for a particular company de 
pends on the objectives of its pension 
plan and the costs it is prepared ta 
carry. In setting entrance require 
ments, two inconsistent considera 
tions must recognized the 
one hand, the burden of administra 
tion and paper work makes it desir 
able to limit participation to employ 
ees who are likely to remain on the 

payroll until retirement 
cost of paper work obviously 
runs up where the turnover is likely 
to be great and 
newly employed people are included 
If the plan is insured, this takes a 
large toll in surrender charges. For 
this reason, the age and service re 
quirements for female employees, for 
example set higher than for 
male

Such 
cost pressure may be best handled 
by reducing the amount of benefits 
earned by past service, thus reduc 
ing the scale of pension benefits for 
employees who reach retiremen’ age 
before the company has had an op 
portunity to build up an adequate 
fund 

5. Participation may be restricted 
to office employees or those paid on a 
weekly basis rather than an hourly 
or commission rate 

6. Employees earning less than a 
minimum annual income, such as 
casua!] or temporary workers may be 
excluded. Or to approach it another 
way, in determining whether employ 
ees have earned enough to qualify 
commissions, bonuses, etc., may be 
excluded 

In deciding eligibility, there's no 
need to take a dogmatic approach 
There's usually plenty of company 
experience that can serve as a guide 
For instance, draw up a list of with 
drawals over the past several years 
by length of service and by age 
Check the pattern to see where the 
bulk of withdrawals exists—from an

But a higher age can be 
set, and usually is for the purpose 
of reducing costs. Nor is an earlier 
age impossible. But the hazardous 
character of work or special unsuit 
ability of employees of advanced age 
is the reason which is usually behind 
the earlier age. Another factor to 
consider in determining when to re 
tire older employees, is the morale 
and promotion opportunities of 
younve: employees as well as the 
probable effectiveness of older em- 
ployeres 

It may be reasonably assumed, that 
once unions have driven home the 
pattern of negotiated pensions as a 
program of industrial policy they will! 
jook for a host of improvements not 
only in increased pension payments 
but in retirement at earlier ages 
These aims motivated by self interest 
must eventually conflict with para- 
mount national problems. For exam- 
ple, in 1920 there were five million 
people in the US. over 65, today 
there are 11 million, and 30 years 
from now there will probably be 20 
million. From these figures, it is ap 
parent that more people will have to 
continue to be productive if genera) 


living standards are to remain satis- 


factory 

Many pension plans use, and many 
new ones will be using age 6& as the 
working terminal point. It may be 
wiser in many situations to leave re- 
tirement age up to the worker, par- 
ticularly if his capacity is up to par 
It may be advisable to consider a dis 
cretionary retirement age plus pro 
visions that will give some degree of 
flexibility. For example: 

1. At employee's request he may 
retire at an earlier age (usually with- 
in a few years of norma! retirement) 
Retirement upon request should be 
conditioned upon employer consent 
Upon such early retirement, benefits 
may be restricted to the value of pen 
sion credits earned to the date of re 
tirement. 

2. On the other hand the employ 
er may ask the employee to continue 
work as long as he is willing. (One 
incentive for continued service is the 
earning of additional pension credits. ) 


Death Benefits 


In the consideration of a pension 
program—or for that matter any em 
ployee welfare program, employers 
should bear in mind that death bene 
are a more common need than 
retirement benefits. The problem is 
apt to hit any company 
fits come closer to meeting the im 
vediate needs of most employees 
More important, the cost of provid 
ng these benefits, as a separate item 
is far less than retirement

How much of a death benefit 
should be paid before retirement? 

What is a desirable amount after a 
worker has retired? 

Each need is different. In the first 
situation the armount should be large 
enough to cover the final expense 
usually in the neighborhood of a 
thousand dollars. Such high coverage 
is seldom continued after retirement 
The cost becomes much greater and 
the basic reasons for generous cover- 
age decline along with family respon 
sibilities. Consequently death benefits 
after retirement are seldom much 
more than is enough for fina] medical 
and burial expenses 

Disability Pensions 

Employers should anticipate that 
as part of the pension package, unions 
are demanding disability benefits for 
employees who become permanently 
disabled. The United Steelworkers 
(CIO), for example, demanded a 
monthly disability pension of $150 
for employees with service of 1 ears 
or more. The final agreement provid 
ed a third of the demand 

Disability is one of those impond 
erables that cannot be predicted ax 
curately. Insurance companies are 
generally unwilling to cover per 
nent disability, although they 
disability from sickness or accident 
for limited periods of time.

Pay-as-you-go plans are doubly 
vulnerable in depression years. Re- 
duced operations tend to increase the 
number of pensioners just when the 
business is least able to stand more 
nonproductive costs. This may mean 
ultimate discontinuance 

Funded plans are not only more 
durable and more flexible, but they 
can be much less expensive because 
they permit company contributions to 
be augmented by employee contribu- 
tions, by interest and by tax savings 
unavailable in a pay-as-you-go plan 

A. pension plan can be funded by 
depositing funds in trust under the 
administration of the company and/or 
trustees or by buying appropriate 
contracts from an insurance com- 
pany. Funding through insurance 
contracts provides a spread of risk 
and gives definite guarantees. Fund- 
ing through a self-administered fund 


may allow greater flexibility in han- | 


dling the cost burden from year to 
year 
Most pension plans for small com- 


panies of ordinary financial strength | 


are operated by the purchase of a 


standard retirement annuity or re- | 
tirement income policy for each em- | 


ployee. Definition of a small company 
varies. By rule of thumb, it would 
include firms with less than 100 em- 
ployees. Although some companies 
won't write individual policies on 
over 60 employee s, others stop at 200 


If the number of employees to be | 


covered is 100 or more the insurance 
company contract most often used is 
a group annuity. The regular contract 
provides for the purchase of guaran- 
teed paid-up deferred annuities. An- 


nuities are purchased each year as a 


credit for the current year of service 


Annuity credits for years before the | 


inception of the pension plan are 
usually purchased by the employer 
over a period of years. After prior 
service credits are completely pur- 


chased there exists a full funded plan | 


under which all pension promises are 
supported by insurance 
guarantees. Group annuity contracts 
aren't discounted for severance. If

On the other hand, if through stock 
ownership the fund depends for some 
of its earnings upon profits, the pen-

Before getting approval to invest 
in stock or securities issued by the 
employer, the trustee of a qualified

Spreading Investments 


In present day markets, practical 
operating conditions impose restric 
tions just as severe as the legal ones 
particularly on small or self-admir- 
istered pension plans. A diversified 
security portfolio can become a non- 
paying proposition when ‘in-and-out’ 
expenses (taxes, commissions, etc.) 
represent the equivalent of a year's 
income—making easy adjustment to 


| changing security market conditions 


very difficult. Some of the smaller 
funds feel that the management and 
expense overhead is not worth pos 
sible higher return and solve the 
problem by relying almost entirely on 
Series F Treasury bonds. These yield 
2% %, but only $100,000 can be pur 
chased for one account per year 
Another solution receiving more 
and more attention is mutual fynds 
which provide a simple means of 
diversifying investments and offer a 


very flexible risk selection. Mutual 
funds are offered in almost any pro- 
portion of risk, from the highest 
grade with a low yield to highly 
speculative funds with more gener- 
ous return as the margin of safety 
goes down. These mutual funds usu- 
ally assure untrained investors a high 
degree of experienced supervision 
which on an individual basis would 
be comparatively costly 

Larger self-administered plans can 
normally afford the administrative 
cost of personalized continuous in- 
vestment management that makes it 
feasible to maintain a direct invest- 
ment program. By modifying invest- 
ment standards, and proportionately 
increasing the risk of capita] impair- 
ment, it has been possible to get an 
investment yield of as much as 4% 
even today. The (up to now) success- 
ful experience of college funds may 
turn more and more pension financ- 
ing in this direction 


Insurance Contracts 

Plans which employ insurance 
contracts as their funding media are 
relieved of practically all investment 
problems automatically. For invest- 
ment purposes, insurance companies 
merge pension receipts with general 
assets. Uniess a particular plan has 
had to counterbalance an unfavor- 
able loss it will participate equally 
in the net earnings. As investment 
vehicles, insurance companies have 
exhibited a steady degree of favor- 
able return. Net earnings rates for 
the past few years have been just 
under 3%. They are often able to 
effect considerable administrative in- 
vestment economies, notably through 
large scale direct loans—$50 to $100 
million—which in other years have 
been haandled through public bond 
issues 

Direct placement often means 
very high underwriting and market- 
ing savings. In addition, many of 
the insurance companies have an 
above-average yield from real estate

Output Estimate 
507,100,000 Bu. 


WASHINGTON — World soybean 
production in 1949 is now estimated 
at 507.1 million bushels by the Office 
of Foreign Agricultural Relations 
This is somewhat larger than earlier 
information indicated but 10% less 
than in 1948 (revised) and is the 
smallest postwar crop 

Canada a record output 
of 26 million bushels of soybeans 
from 104,000 acres in 1949. Better 
than average seasonal growing condi- 
tions resulted in a record yield of 25.1 
bu. an acre. The commercial soybean 
crop is produced in the Province of 
Ontario, but soybeans probably could 
be grown successfully in Manitoba if 
plantings were of an early maturing 
variety 

Canadian farmers are being urged 
to grow more soybeans in order to 
supply a greater share of the demand 
for oll and to reduce dependency on 
dollar imports. Some increase, pos 
sibly 10,000 to 15,000 acres, is ex 
pected in 1950 depending on price 
prospects at planting time 

The U.S. 1949 soybean crop of 
million bushels was only slightly less 
than the 223 million bushels harvest 
ed in 1948. In both years the US. ac 
counted for about 40% of the world 
total. Last year’s yield per acre of 
22. 4 bu. was a record for this country

Boost Expected in 1950 

Indications point to a still larger 
crop in 1950. Based on reports from 
farmers as of March 1, about 13.5 
million acres will be planted to soy 
beans, This would be an increase of 
18% over the comparable figure for 
1949. Much of the prospective increase 
for this year is expected to come 
from land diverted from crops under 
acreage allotments 

If this acreage is realized, about 
11.7 million acres probably will be 
harvested for beans. Based on the 
average yields by states during the 
past five years, tne 1950 soybean 
production would be about 228 mil- 
lion bushels 

There is very little information 
available on 1949 soybean production 
in Europe. Italy's 1949 crop, now re- 
ported at 52,000 bu., is leas than ear- 
lier estimates indicated 

China and Manchuria’s 1949 crops 
are estimated at 179.2 million and 66 
million bushels, respectively. Japan 
produced 8&9 million bushels of soy- 
beans, compared with 8.1 million in 
1948 and 12.5 million in prewar years 


Production Declines 
South Korea's soybean crop of 6.7

USDA DISCLOSES RESEA 
ON STORAGE EGG QUALITY 


WASHINGTON — When their in- 
terior quality is approximately the 
same, eggs removed from cold stor- 
age and eggs that have not been in 
cold storage lose quality at about the 
same rate, it was indicated in re- 
cent studies made by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture under the Re- 
search and Marketing Act to test the 
widely held opinion that cold-storage 
eggs lose quality more quickly than 
nonstorage eggs 


Groups of both cold-storage and 
nonstorage eggs, of comparable qual- 
ity, were examined after being held 
at various temperature levels for 
various periods. This examination in- 
cluded candling, as well as determin- 
ation of broken-out score and other 
measurements of quality made after 
the eggs were broken out. Decreases 
in interior quality were found to be 
similar for the two kinds of eggs at 
each temperature level and after 
each holding period. When held at 
the same temperature and for the 
same length of time, both kinds of 
eggs tended to lose weight at approx- 
imately the same rate. 

The research work was done joint- 
ly by the Bureau of Anima! Industry 
of the Agricultural Research Admin- 
istration and the Poultry Branch, 
Production and Marketing Adminis- 
tration.

WASHINGTON World flaxseed 
production in 1949 has been estimat- 
ed by the Office of Foreign Agricul 
tural Relations at 136.8 million bush 
els. This compares with a 1948 total 
which has been revised upward t& 
150.1 million bushels 

The greatest decrease in the 19 
output was in North America, where 
all flaxseed crops were smaller than 
a year earlier. However, despite the 
sharp decline, this continent pro 
duced more than one third ef the 
world total 

Canada’s 1949 flaxseed harvest of 
23 million bushels and an acreage of 
321,000 acres were the smallest since 
1939. The sharp reduction was bask 
ally the result of a substantial carry 


over from the 17.7 million bushels 
produced in the preceding year and 
the discouraging prospects for dis 
posing of the exportable surplus 

Canada, however, has been fairly 
successful in disposing of surplus flax 
seed and linseed oi] and expects to 
end the season with stocks of not 
more than 3 million bushels, less 
than a year’s domestic requirements 
Government officials place the pos 
sible 1950 plantings at 500,000 acres 
but members of the barley and oil 
seed committee recommended the 
planting of 750,000 to 1 million acres 

Mexico's 1949 flaxseed crop was 18 
million bushels, compared with 1.9 
million a year earlier 

The U.S. flaxseed production of 43.7 
million bushels from 4.9 million acres 
was about 20% less than th 
harvest in 1948 

A further reduction is anticipated 
in the 1950 crop because farmers 
expect to reduce plantings to 4 mil 
lion acres.

NEW ZEALAND HIKES PRICE 
OF WHEAT TO PRODUCERS 


WASHINGTON An increase in 
the price of wheat to producers, with 
a changed basis of payment, was an- 
nounced in New Zealand recently. The 
new price of $1.35 bu., basis on rail, 
ss equivalent to $1.41 f.0.b., compared 
with last year’s price of $1.21 bu. 
f.o.b. The change to an on rail basis 
was made to encourage the growing 
of wheat in areas more distant from 
ports 

The increased rate for the 1950-51 
season was made as an incentive to 
increase wheat acreage. Wheat acre- 
age declined from 287,000 acres in 
1942-43 to 130,000 acres in 1949-50 

The increased rate would still be 
considerably below prices paid for 
Australian wheat. Since 1946-47 the 
price to producers has been fixed on 
the basis of cost of production plus 
a reasonable return. The announce- 
ment of the present price stated that 
consideration would be given to any 
further increase in production costs

Formula feed prices advanced $2 
ton in the Pacific Northwest, with 
feed millers continuing to voice ap- 
prehension that they were pricing 
themselves out of the market. Dairy- 
men in the area are banding togeth- 
er with the avowed intention of keep- 
ing down production and working out 
a uniform marketing arrangement for 
their raw milk, and until their mar- 
keting program can be worked out, 
they are definitely planning to re- 
strict production, which means cut- 
ting down on feeding 

Aside from this factor, feeding of 
dairy animals is further discour- 
aged by advancing feed prices, thus 
the prospects for summer dairy feed 
business look very discouraging at 
this time 

The season for baby chicks is at 
least 30 days late, and advancing 
feed prices have encouraged farmers 
to continue a very strict culling pro- 
gram; thus the volume of chicken 
feeding business does not look very 
promising either 

Corn continued to hover at around 
$64 ton 

Some Texas milo was offered at 
$58, but no sales were reported. Mill- 
feed was very strong and in extreme- 
ly short supply, and prices moved 
up from $53 to $57 for both May 
and June 

Meat scraps moved up from $2 a 
unit of protein to $2.20, and the visi- 
ble supply appeared to be getting 
smaller all the time
